A copy of the draft TOWN OF BANFF GENERAL MUNICIPAL PLAN is enclosed. The Banff Town 
Planning Program, which commenced in October 1986, has been a cooperative effort 
between the Canadian Parks Service and the Banff Municipal Committee. The Banff 
Municipal Committee is comprised of the locally elected members of the Banff School 
District and representatives of the Canadian Parks Service. 


The Banff Town Planning Program has taken direction from IN TRUST FOR TOMORROW, A 
MANAGEMENT FRAMEWORK FOR THE FOUR MOUNTAIN PARKS (1986) and the BANFF NATIONAL PARK 
MANAGEMENT PLAN (1988). These two documents established the parameters within which 
the policies contained in the TOWN OF BANFF GENERAL MUNICIPAL PLAN were developed. 
The planning program has incorporated several consulting studies, notably the 
BANFF COMMERCIAL LAND USE AND DOWNTOWN CORE STUDY (1987), the BANFF HOUSING AND 
COMMUNITY CONCERNS STUDY (1988) and the BANFF TOWNSITE ENVIRONMENTAL EVALUATION 
(1988). A number of informal workshops and meetings have been held to discuss various 
issues with Banff residents. 
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The TOWN OF BANFF GENERAL MUNICIPAL PLAN will guide land use and development within 
the Town of Banff for the next fifteen to twenty years. The plan will also set the 
Stage for the subsequent preparation of new land use regulations for the town. 
Public consultation will assist in finalizing the plan which will then be forwarded 
to the Minister of the Environment for approval. It is intended that the approved 
plan will be adopted by the Municipality of Banff, when it is incorporated. Any 
future changes to the plan will be proposed by the municipal authority and will 
require the approval of the Minister of the Environment. 


Public comments are being sought through this mail-out program and through 
public meetings. Enclosed is a copy of the draft TOWN OF BANFF GENERAL MUNICIPAL 
PLAN, a response form for public comment, and a mail-back envelope. Public 
consultation sessions will be held as follows:
